There is n legend in Eoman history,

a vast chasm, and all attempt's to fill 
it were vain; ar.d on inquiry ot thu 
Oracle, the Roman senate were in- 
formed that the chasm could only be 
tilled and Koine saved, and the com- 
monwealth become permanently en- 
during without casting into it that 
which was dearest to tho Korr.tin 
people, and 
upon the strength of 


which tho greatness of Rome depended. 
'\\~hiio every one was deliberating and 
hesitating as to the meaning ot this 
declaration 
of 
the 
Oracle, 


Marcus Cm-tins, a youth highly dis- 
tinguished for his military exploits, 
having clothed himself in complete 
armor, mounted u/ horse also equipped 
for battle, plunged in to the 
fearful 


opening, and the men and woinen 
threw their offerings after him 
into 


the chasm, and it was dosed up never 
more to open. 


The great truth symbolized by this 


Roman legend, has actually taken 
place in ourowii glorious country,and 
in our day. 
Wo have seen the people 


of the South, in Stutu after State, se- 
cede as far ;is was in their power, from 
the Union which our fathers formed 
and cemented with their own precious 
blood. 


We witnessed the opening of the 


chasm near O'.n.- national Forum, \\ e 
saw it extending itself deep and wide, 
until itbecame.so vast that our hearts 


the proph- 


arislocrats and 


rulers of the Old World said it never 
uould be closed. And then, we also 
beheld 
with throbbing hearts 
and 


eyes dimmed with tears', not a single 
noble youth, but the young, fhe 
middle aged and those whose heads 
were gray with age, by the hundred 
thousand, the hope, thu pride, and de- 
pendence 
of unnumbered homes—f 


might say of all Northern homes,—the 
dearest, bravest, ar.d most illustrious

and 


its excellent institutions 
depended, 


fully armed and equipped for battle, 
leap into tho yawning chasm—and 
truly called tho'bloody chasm,—and 
all the people threw in 
after them 


their best, richest and dearest oll'er- 


TliDSO sacrifices were not 
in vain— 


the chasm was closed but at what 
fearful and priceless cost. And we de- 
voutly pi-.-iy (.fod that no'.1, only 
our 


eyes, but the eyes of the coining gen- 
erations of our grand and glorious 
country, may 
never again see 
it 


open. 


"The closing of this chasm is "The 


iost cause," which J'etTerson Davis so 
touchingly bewailed recently at Mont- 
gomery, Alabama. He seems yet to 
believe in |lhe doctrines of secession, 
the doctrine of State rights tought in 
this country as early as 170S when 
the Kentucky and Virginia resolutions 
weropassed. And hs is to-day teach- 
ing these baleful doctrines to 
the 


young and rising generation in the 
South. 


Me is like a criminal who poisons 


the living streams and fountains from 
which all the people are compelled to 
drink. Why should he do this? Are 
the people of the Southern States less 
prosperous, less happy to-day, than 
they would have been had they suc- 
ceeded in overturning tho Government 
which the fathers of this republic 
formed, and dividing tho country into 


were sorely troubled; and 
et s of uvii omen, the arisl 
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their graves the white lily, fit emblem 
of the purity of their motives, ami the 
fragrant heliotrope, appropriate sym- 
bol of their devotion, which ended 
only with their lives. And since the 
labors they performed ar.d tho great 
sacrifices they made, havo Drought 
peace and harmony to our beloved 
country, how appropriate it will be to 
place above their sleeping dust olive 
leaves and bunches, of hazel, which 
speak of commotions ended,andrecon- 
ciliation between contending sections 
fully restored. And let us also bring 
with these llowers some orange blos- 
soms which shall tell of their generosi- 
ty which caused them to feed a 'con- 
quered foe with their own rations; and 
linally the water lily, which shall ever 
call to mind the freedom which - their 
sacrifices and deaths were instrumen- 
tal in bringing to a long afilicfced and 
greatly oppressed race of men. 


However rich Iho floral tributes wo 


bring this day, and however touching 
and "eloquent the language may be 
which these flowers silently utter, they 
will fall far short of speaking forth tbe 
lull merits of our departed patriots. 
They did not fight forpayjtheydidnot 
contend for conquest; they were not 
moved by a love of fame, They corn- 


two or more third-rate powci-sV Are 
they not in possession of all their per- 
sonal and real estate which they had 
prior to the time they organized the 
rebellion, save only the right of buying 
and selling men, women and children, 
and of driving them with the lash to 
unpaid toil? Js not .TeHlerson Davis 
still endowed with life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness'' All of which he 
had forfeited by his treasonable at- 
temptstoovet'throwtheGovcrnmentat 
whose expense he was freely and finely 
educated, and which h<s bad frequently 
taken an oath to uphold and defend? 
Is he not to-day in the possession of 
all his properly which he had forfeited 
by his treason, ithe most odious of 
Crimes? 
lias the history of the world any 


example ol' a Government being so 
liberal, so forgiving and merciful as 
this Government of tho United States 
to the people of: the seceding States, 
including, of course, Jefferson Davis 
himself'/ 
It 
seems wrong that he 


should under the circumstances still 
be permitted to teach the heresies 
which havo been to this country "the 
direful spring of woes unnumbered." 
And yet we do not wish to judge him 
too harshly, for we know the power 
of false principles and habits over the 
minds and actions of men. I havo 
read in Dueteronomy, this language 
which God by his servant Moses 
spoke to his chosen people: "And I 
have led you forty years in tho wilder- 
ness. Your clothes an- not waxen old 


And this may have been the reason 


why at one time they lost all desire to 
reach tho green and vine-clad hills of 
Palestine, the land promised to their 
fathers, and which caused them to say,

in the land of Egypt when we sat by 
the ilesii pots and when we did eat 
bread to the full." It may be that 
Jellerson Davis has boon unable to 
wear out the garments of secession, 
which he has worn for so many years, 
but let us hope that he will notbcable 
to clothe the rising generation of the 
South with the same kind of gar- 
ments. 


And let ns counsel Jefferson Davis to 


rid himself of his garments of secession, 
and put on the pure white raiment of 
liberty and justice, that he may he 
clothed and" tiiat the shame of his 
nakedness may no longer appear. I 
havo somewhere read the story of a 
miser, who from long accustoming 
v.mself to cheat others cameat last to 
cheat himself, and with groat delight 
picked his own pocket of a guinea, to 
convey to his hidden hoard. In look- 
ing upon the present attitude of Jef- 
ferson Davis,Ihave thought thisstory 
was not impossible or even improba- 
ble. 


I have also read of a captive eagle 


that was chained to a stake ten feet 
ong. He marched round in a circle 
till a deep track \vas worn, and years 
of practice confirmed the habit. At 
ength his ownertookofl the chain and 
set him free, but he still pursued his 
usual circle, not knowing of or c-l.iim- 
ng his freedom till some one pushed 
lim from his beaten track. As if us- 
;onish'ed, he looked around, Hopped 
his wings, then fixing his eye On the 
sun high up in the heavens,soared up- 
ward and was forever free. 


Let us hope that our 
Southern 


brothers, who were for so many years 
chained to tho stake of slavery, 
around which they walked until the 
track had become wide and deep, but 
from which chain and track they were 
unfastened and set free by the great 
sacrifices of the patriotic and brave 
men whose virtues will be recalled to 
mind this day, and whose graven will 
bo tenderly decorated with (lowers, 
may fix their eyes on the glorious sun 
of liberty, now risen for them, and 
claim and enjoy that full measure of 
the blessings which flow from his bright 
and beneficent beams.

2,817 men, and of this number l.<t!J:j 
by actual count, volunteered prior to 
November llth, 1HC1. I have no 
means of knowing the number killed. 
Or that died of wounds, or that perish- 
ed from sickness and disease in- hos- 
pitals, Or that were miserably de- 
stroyed in the prisons of the south. 
But we do know that there is hardly 
a battle field in the south where their 
remains do not .sleep beside the foes 
at whoso hands they bravely met 
death. A few of their bodies repps'.- 
in tins beautiful cemetery where kind 
hands and gentle hearts have U-nder- 
ly laid them, and while we aiYection- 
ately strew llowers over their honored 
graves, let us all swear eternal fealty 
to the principles for which they died, 
lot us also remember that we owe 
them a debt of gratitude, which can- 
not be repaid, by placing llowers upon 
their graves, which so soon lose their 
beauty and fragrance. This country 
never will discharge its full duty to 
them until it erects a monument to 
their sacred memory. And the quar- 
ries of Paros and Carrara wi/l be 
searched in vain for marble too pure 
and white with which to build it; and 
no pc-n of gold will be too costly with 
which to write their epitaph. 


We have no graves of confederate 


soldiers 
within 
the limits of this 


county. If we had, I should strongly 
favor tiie decoration of their graves 
in the same manner we decorate those 
of our own honored dead. 
While we 


cannot approve the principles for 
which they fought, their constancy, 
their heroism and their valor arc the 
common heritage of the nation. And 
he who cannot forgive, breaks down 
the bridge over which he must pass 
himself, for every man has need to be 
forgiven. A high official in England 
went to one of her most eminent 
judges, telling him of an injury ho had 
received, and asked if he did not think 
it would be manly to resent it. "Yes," 
said the eminent judge, "is would be 
manly to resent it, but," he added, 
"it will bp Godlike to forgive i

ungrateful. 


To bo an American citizen officiating in a 
service of gratitude to tho fallen defenders 
ot his country, is but second to being nuni- 
bi.-rod among those to whom this homage is 
rendered. 
In tho course ot tho address 


Gen. Logan said that tho number of patriots 
who voluntarily left home, family and 
peaceful pursuits to defend tho principle 
then submitted lo tho decision of wnr was 
-,-'«">,'.'.M, and of these nearly ,">UO,i,in per- 
ished. 
After comparing tbodny'a beautiful 


tribute to these martyrs with the morn im- 
posing monumental and other commem- 
orative methods oC tho ancients, Gen. Logan 
referred in touchingHlanguago to the death 
since lost Decoration Day of Gen. Grant. 
In oulogi/.ing Grant the speaker said: 


No comprehensive plan for tho 
final 


crushing of the enemy was conceived until 
thu mighty chieftain, to whose tomb wo are 
to-day sorrowing pilgrims, was placed in 
position to load tbo Union hosts, l-'rom that 
moment tho triumph of the Union armies 
became a slmplo question oC timo. 
When 


Shakespeare wrote of Julius C'ausar, 'ho 
was the foremost man of all tho world,' 
Grant bad not then lived," 


Gen. I.ognn went on to compare Grant's 


achievements with those of all tho great 
generals of history, and concluded that, all 
circumstances considered, uono before him 
had equalled him. 
Two mimes should be 


chlsled upon the mnjMtlc colums that, 
leaping from tho banks of tho 1'otomac, 
rears its graceful head fur into tho clouds: 
Washington and Grant, tho warriors of li!>- 
erty; one Its father, tho other Its latest de- 
fender.

gon's oration played Beothovon's funeral 
march.
